References: 

a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001, for records 
concerning various dossiers. Your request was received in this office on April 1 8, 2001 . 

b. Our letter of April 20, 2001, informing you that additional time was needed to review the 
records and we were unable to comply to the 20-day statutory time limit in processing your 
request. 

We have conducted checks of the automated Defense Clearance and Investigations Index and 
a search of the Investigative Records Repository to determine the existence of Army intelligence 
investigative records responsive to your request. 

We have located the enclosed records pertaining to Czechoslovakia Intelligence Services Files 
Urfahr, ZF01051 1 WJ. We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance 
with Executive Order (EO) 12958. As a result of this review, it has been determined that the 
information contained in the records no longer warrants security classification protection and is 
partially releasable to you. The records are enclosed for your use. 

Since the release of the information deleted from the records would result in an unwarranted 
invasion of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this information is exempt from the 
public disclosure provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 
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The withholding of information by this office is a partial denial of your request. This denial is 
made on behalf of Major General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence 
investigative and security records under the FOIA. You may appeal this decision to the 
Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your 
appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After the 
60 day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you 
filing litigation in the courts. 

The amount of $675.00 for the professional review has been waived and the first one hundred 
pages are provided at no cost to you. The reproduction cost of $50.40 remains due and should be 
forwarded by postal money order or certified check made payable to the Treasurer of the United 
States. 

Wc are continuing to review records regarding other titles you have requested and will 
respond to you by separate correspondence when our review is complete.

Czech officer, probably a cover name, who works since 1949 for 
CIC LI\ 7 Z. He does not associate with anyone and does not know 
the greater portion of the population ♦ 
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worked as propagandist by printing and distributing illegal, handbills. In 1940, 
in November I believe, I was arrested for the first time by the Gestapo in 
KC2NICSBE3G ana was accused of having illegal connections with the Polish resis- 
tance movement. But since they couldn't prove a single thing, I was released 
after 2-3 weeks. I was again arrested in flINDEN in Pfalz in Jferch 1941 and 
transferred to the Gestapo headquarters in K02NKS3ERG . Following severe 
mis treatment , I was accused of the same offense and kept imprisoned for 3 months. 
Not until I have made a statement concerning this dereliction was I released and 
promptly received an induction call to the German army and was to report to 
TRIH3 on the VGSEL River. V.y third arrest took place in May 1942 in GOI.EL, USSR, 
by the Security Police (SD^. I was accused of disaffection and being pro- Jewish. 
Eeinp a member cf the army, I was confined in the army prison in GCMEL where I 
spent one half yeer under the most terrible circumstances. Because my health was 
poor in those times and I was considered to be a hopeless case, the prison 
administration decided to put me in the hospital. I came to LESLAU in a hospital 
train and following my recovery in 1943 1 wa3 shipped to BnDEN-CGS to join a. 
reserve unit. As scon as I arrived I was attested and efver two months I was 
releaser! following a delivery of a solemn promise. Thereafter I was forbidden 
to talk or write err! was transferred every third or fourth week to another unit, 
for example, to KARLSRUHE , CFb'ENBURG, STUTTGART, r/ANNHSI!.', HEILBRONN, etc. In 
*.'ov or Dec 1943 I arrived in France, specifically, LAVAL, LE LIANS, R£X\E5, PARIS , 
etc., antf there I worked illegal]y with the FFI (TN: French Resistance). In 
the spri'ig of 1944 I was shipped to Italy to NETTUNE . lhere also I immediately 
established cont-'-ct with the illegal KPI and worked with them. In July 1944 I 
was in Germany and following the incident on 20 July 1944 I was arrested in 
0H°'NIT7. end within several hours sentenced to death by the court in LEIPZIG. 
The sentence whs to be executed by the Army. During the transfer to CHEV.NIT2 
I managed to escape and fled to the communistic partisan brigade, Nr. 36 » 
•Garabaldi" to Italy. At that time I belonged to the 8th Company of the 36th 
Brigade and took part in all the hat ties in the mountains north of FLORENCE. 
In addition I undertook propaganda work whereby I encouraged the members of the 
Tehr.macht to join our Bricade and to support our cause through leaflets I prepared 
in the G-Trran 1 ! igua^e . In this endeavor I had much success. In November 1944 
my P.ri^de entered a fierce battle with an S3 Regiment ne-:-.r CUSTHX DEL RIO, and 
beciuse of a shortage of ammunition end supplies, were forced to make an orderly 
retreat across the German fro-t in order to reach the American lines, which we 
did. There we were cordially received at first, but when they discovered that 
we w°re communists, we were immediately taken to the prisoner of w~r encampment 
in LIVORV'O, 'Ye were broken up in this movement and I was left with a small group 
of 1° men. Because of my protest, after several days we were removed and taken 
to FLORENCE. There we were told that since we were anti-fascists, we were told 
that wo had to cont : nue to fight against fascism and nazism under all circumstr nces, 
in which we naturally concurred, and offered ourselves for continued battle. I re- 
ceived the assignment to organize a group of 25 nen, which I did, and then waited 
for orders. But what we had expected did net ha. -en, for we were told that we 
had the mission of taking propaganda material behind the German lines and thereby 
to conduct military espionage. After I had completed 8 such missions successfully 
I was installed as the leader of this groui. and received the assignment to 
equip my people completely...
